Cassiar Mail. 



Whitewashing. 

The report of the Commission ap- 
pointed to inquire into tbo causes of 
that led to the loss of the Pacific white, 
washes the TJ. S. Iuspootor of Hulls 
(Capt. Waterman), and the owners of 
the lost Bteamship. When it is re- 
momhered that Waterman was a mem- 
ber of the Commission, that serious 
chargos of corruption wore preferred 
against him in connection with the 
Pacific disaster, and that the commis- 
sion sat witti closod doors, tho result 
is not surprising. To appeal to a com- 
mission of which the chief culprit was 
the chiof member was like appealing 
from Ctosar toCcesar. How could Capt. 
Waterman bo expected to convict him- 
self? How could tho friends of thoso 
who went down on that frightful night 
expect a righteous verdict? From the 
nature of dispatches yesterday it would 
Beeru as if a Committee of tho Legis- 
lature of California is determined to 
push an inquiry vigorously. They have 
already struck a Bonanza of import- 
ance in tho evidence of a caulker who 
testified to tho existence of a state of 
affairs regarding the method of in 
specting steamships that is truly 
alarming. Hulls that Waterman found 
unsound before he went into the Cap- 
tain's cabin were pronounced perfect- 
ly seaworthy when he came out. The 
witness swore that he could seo day- 
light through the William Tabor's 
timbers, and said of another ship that 
he could pick his way through her, 
and that ship carpenters wero afraid 
to tell tho truth about them! This 
evidence is corroborative of that of Mr. 
Allen, second mate of the ship Orphe- 
us, before the Coroner's inquest in this 
city. We hope the Legislature will 
continue their investigation. It is like- 
ly to do much good, and may result iu 
the appointment of an honest man as 
Inspector of Hulls. 

Secession- 
Mr. Eobert Smith, tho junior and 
somewhat erratic member for Yale, is 
on the warpath with three whereases 
and a resolution, tho drift and aim of 
which are that failing in the construc- 
tion of a railway on the Mainland, ho will 
secede and demand the comfortable 
little sum of $30,000,000 from tho 
Canadian Government to set up busi- 
ness on his own account. The coun- 
try would be sorry to lose a citizen so 
"genial and gifted" as the famous 
Robert; but if duty really calls him 
away, we trust that ho will leavo a few 
millions behind for local improve- 
ments. Seriously, Robert, don't you 
know that if you secede you ahundon 
all claim to compensation ? Canada 
has failed to fulfil her railway obliga- 
tions, you say. Granted. The penalty 
you ask her to pay is the loss of this 
Province. Having relinquished us, 
her debt would be discharged in full 
for past delays. There would bo no 
future delays, of course. There is a 
very large party in Canada who say 
they would rather lose the Province 
than build the railway. Stay in the 
Union. Stick to Canada like glue. 
Inside the ring you will bo strong. 
Outside, you will be like Huinpty 
Dumpty who had a great fall. "All 
the king'8 horsss and all tho king's 
men could never put Huinpty Dump- 
ty together again." 

The Address and the Kejily. 

The House took a sensible course 
yesterday in allowing the poor bant- 
ling called a speech to pass. The 
speech of Mr. Douglas was merely 
formal. It was tho humblo gentle- 
man's maiden speech and he acquitted 
himself well. The "second" by Mr. 
Davie was as non-committal as tho 
speech. It was a case of "damning 
with laint praiso" tho Government 
policy, and supporters of tiio Goveru- 
mentaro entitled to all tho comfort they 
can extract from thai effort. Tho Breeches 
of Mr. Fisher and Mr. Smitho woro 
manly and very decided in tone and 
commend themselves to the country. 

Public Accounts- 

The Houso are to bo congratulatod 
on the selection of liberal, independ- 
ent members to the committeo on pub- 
lic accounts. The Government only 
succeeded in gotting inoue mombor— 
the Minister of Finance — whose pre- 
sence is nocessary to explain away (if 
ho can) any little irregularities that 
may bo found to exist. Mr. Walkeni, 
as the mover of the resolution, then 
claimed a place on the committee, 
which was accorded him. Wo pre- 
sume that tho investigation is intended 
to be searching and there will bo a 
genoral overhauling of all tho depart- 
ments since tho present Government 
took office. To accomplish this the 
services of an able auditor should bo 
commanded.

It is very unpleasant I must admit to 
be complaining, but whon necessity and 
justice demands it I think it no more than 
right to do ho, and as tho House is now 
iu session tho grievances I am about to 
speak of can soon be remedied, providing 
there is not too much red tapaism. 

In the lirst place, how in it that there 
has not been a mail forwardod to Cassiar 
by the California mail (steamer) ; am wo 
not aware that a groat numbor of mou are 
wintering thore who havo loft frionds and 
relations behind, and aro auxiously wait- 
ing to hoar from them, and alio from 
thoso who through tho lata Paoifio catas- 
trophe thay will naver seo more, and yet 
no stops hovo boon taken to apprise thorn 
of tho painful circr.mstanoo. 

According to tho statistics, Cassiar has 
yielded an enormous amount of gold both 
in tho years 1874 and '7i, and no doubt 
will not fail to contribute hor sharo in 
1876, and all aro aware that Viotoria and 
the Proviuco iu geuoral havo reaped a 
rich bonefit from it, besides it has not 
cost tho Govornmont one dollar for ex- 
plorations but has been discovered solely 
by enterprising and hard working men, 
not only at their own expense as regards 
money and provisions but at tho sacriiico, 
iu several caseB of their lives, and I think 
at this time of tho year whon it is thoro- 
ughly practicable a mail ought to bo for- 
warded. The excuse is thoro is littlo or 
no appropriation mado by tho Dominion 
Government. 

I know there aro m»n in this city who 
aro ablo and willing to convoy the mails 
and would havo done so, but whon you 
take into consideration tho roughness of 
tho jouri ay and of tho return trip to Fort 
Wrangel, nt this aoason of the year, some 
reasonable compensation ought to bo al- 
lowed to any person undertaking the 
same. Last winter a period of fivo 
months elapsed without either receiving 
or sending a mail oxcopt at tho private 
oxpenso of parties staying at Cassiar, but 
thoro are more travelling facilities at the 
present time than then. 

I also see through your columns thnt 
several mombors of tho House havo been 
offered the position of magistrate aud 
havo refused it. Now I would like to 
ask are those gentlemen competent to fill 
such a position, it ie an old maxim that says 
it is no use to eend a boy to do a man's 
work and tho samo mny bo applied iu 
this instance. Now that tho vacancy has 
to bo filled, tho following considerations 
ought to be thought of and kept in view: 
Tho inhabitants of CasRiar havo for 
some timo past been appealing for n 
County Court Judge, and all must bo 
awaro that in a new District like the 
above, ono is constantly noeded , then why 
not select some gentleman competent to 
discharge the duties of Gold Commis- 
sioner aud Judge of tho County Court at 
the Bame time. 

If tho Government cannot in their opin- 
ion afford to pay a salary sufficient, I 
should like to know which would bo the 
most economical; adding an amou.it 
sufficient to the presont salary as recom- 
pense, or Bonding a Couutv Court Judgo 
and suite up once a year as was dono the 
last season. Aud now that it is an estab- 
linhed fact that the Gold Fields of Cas- 
siar aro permanent and that thero is 
plenty of room for improvement, now is 
the time to begin beforo the season com- 
mences and the vacancy has to bo tilled.

SECON D PR OvFn GIAlT LEGIS- 
LATIVE ASSEMBLY. 



FIRST SESSION. 



Tuursday, Jan. 13th. 
Mr. Speaker took tlio Chair at 2 p. m. 
All tho members of tho House vvoro 
present. 

Thero boing no petitions, tho Clerk 
oalled on tho consideration of His Honor 
tho Lieut. -Governor's Speech. 

Mr. Douglas, junior member for Vic- 
toria City, rose to move tho reply to tho 
Speech. Ho said that ho did so with 
pleasure, inasmuch as he behoved in tho 
integrity and ability of thoso who now 
directed the destinies of tho Province. 
Alluding to tho non fulfilment of tho 
Terms of Union and the nou-ooiistriietiou 
of tho Railway, he said ho felt grievod 
that tho coulideuco reposod in the Cana- 
dian Government had been misplaced, 
and regretted to learn from His Excellen- 
cy^ Speech thai, there was a proposal for 
further delay. He believed that the re 
fusal of His Excellency's Government to 
entertain tho terms recently proposed by 
Canada was simply the ro-eoho of the in- 
dignant voice of tho people in every part 
of tho Province, and he hoped that the 
refusal and protest would bo instrumen- 
tal in bringing about more speedy con- 
struction. Tho hou. momher then al- 
luded to the mining interests of tho Pro- 
vince, aud congratulated tho House on 
tho extent of our gold fields and their un- 
doubted wealth. Ho touched on the lato 
Pacifio disaster and after expressing re- 
grot relativo thereto, concluded by refer- 
ence to necessary reforms in various laws 
of tho Province. After eloquently dilat- 
ing on tho sovoral clauses of the Speech 
he moved the reply thereto. 

THE REriiY 

Consists of sixteen clauses, and is in 
reality an endorsomo- t of the Speech 
from tho Throno. Clauses 1 and 2 oxpross 
the willinguess of tho Houso to givo their 
attention to subjects requiring cousidera 
tion. Clause 3 admits tho predominent 
importance of tho Railway question and 
regiets tho anxiety it has caused. Clause 
4 thanks His Excellency for information 
contained in tho Speech relativo to tho 
offer by Canada of $750,000 in lieu of im- 
mediate railway construction, and thanks 
His Excellency for stating that he has 
protested against delay, aud will lay pa- 
pers on the subject beforo the Houso. 
Clauso 5 says that tho Houso is interest- 
ed to learn that necessary steps have 
been taken for tho commeucement of the 
graving dock at Esquimau. Clauso G 
concurs that tho non-fulfilment of tho 
railway agreement bus been detrimental 
tothe'best interests of tho Province. 
Clauses 7,3 and D aro congratulatory with 
regard to tho gold and coal yields, and 
assert that a measure to provide for the 
inspection of coal mines will be carefully 
considered. Clause 10 promises to givo 
Indian affairs careful consideration, 
whilst Clause 11 assures His Excellency 
that education is an interesting matter to 
the Houso and that measures to amend 
tho School Act will be carefully consider 
ed. Clauso 12 says that tho Houso is 
pleased to learn that the progress of pub- 
lic works has relieved depression which 
would otherwiso have existed, and Clauso 
13 alludes to tho fact that the Estimates 
are boing prepared. Clauso 14 assuros 
His Excellency that the improvement of 
tho County Court system will ue consi- 
dered. Clause 15 expresses tho thanks 
of tho House for forwarding to the Do- 
minion and Imperial Governments repre- 
sentations concerning the wreck of tho 
steamship Pacific; and tho tinal clause 
thaukH His Excellency for his exnressiona 
of confidence, and assuros him the Houso 
will endeavor to promote tho best inter- 
ests of tho Province. 

Mr. Davie, second member for Cariboo, 
said that it was with pleasure as an in- 
dependent member lie seoondod the Reply 
to the Speech, and he congratulated the 
junior member for Victoria City on his 
eloquonce. Tho hon. gentleman said 
that tho main question or topic of tho 
day was undoubtedly the railway, and he 
hoped that every member was iu unison 
with tho Government of the Province on 
that point. All along tho Provincial 
Oovornineut hud displayed a policy of 
mistrust in tho Dominion Government 
and in tho course of events it had trans- 
pired that that mistrust was well found- 
ed. He, for one, rejected tho idea of 
taking 5750,000 as compensation for any 
and all delays which had occurred or 
might occur in tho construction of the 
Railway because ho believed it would 
givo tho Dominion Government tho 
chance of indefinite abandonment of thoir 
treaty obligations. As an independent 
mombor ho was willing to poo the Gov- 
ernment tested by their merits, but would 
not bo a party to turning them out of 
office unheard and without trial. Ho 
therefore folt that he could with consis- 
tency, as a young politician just com- 
mencing his career, second tho Roply to 
tho Speech, roserving to himself the right 
to voto as an independent member on all 
questions which might affect tho Govorn- 
mont. 

Mr. Fisher, lion, sonior member for 
Esquimau followed tho hist speaker. Ho 
carefully roviowed tho policy of Canada 
from tho dato of Confederation to the pre- 
vent tima, aud awrtud that if Sir John 



A.Macdonald ha. jeon permitted to con- 
tinue in power the railway would havo 
been iu a much bettor state of progress 
than now. Tho hon. gentleman slso gavo 
a careful resume of tho transactions of 
tho Local with tho Dominion Govern- 
ment, and condemned tho policy of tho 
former in rejecting the Edgar torms. 
He behoved that tho Government had 
acted correctly in refusing tho §750,000 
offerodyby Canada, but ho was not pre- 
pared to say what would havo boon tho 
oonBequence bad the minute of Council 
announcing that off* arrived hero pre- 
vious to the elections. Ho was of opinion 
tuat if men of intellect had been iu tho 
Local Government to grapple with figures 
a proposition would havo been made by 
them to Mr. Edgar which would havo 
proved vory benottcial to tho country. 
Owing, however, to the errors of the pre-: 
sent administration it was difficult to say 
with what graco wo could now go to Can- 
ada. Ho left that for others to explain. He 
was glad to hear tho seconder of tho ad- 
dress say that he rservod to himself an 
indnpondont voto, for tho Government 
claimod a largo majority, but it might bo 
found that they would go in with a large 
one and come out without any nt all. 
(Cheers.) 

Hon. Attorney-General, on rising, con- 
gratulated tho mover aud seconder of tho 
Address on thoir eloquence and ability. 
Ho could also congratulate the member 
for Cariboo on his determination to re- 
servo to himsolf independence, for tho 
Government wanted to curry no favor 
with members to enable Ministers to re- 
tain thoir seats. Alluding to the speech of 
tho hon. member for E-quimalt ho said 
the motion beforo tho House had no re- 
ference as to whether tho Government 
had treated Mr. Edgar with courtesy or 
not. The roply to the Speech was mere- 
ly an interchange of courtesy between 
his Excellency and tho House. Ho was 
at a loss to understand the drilt of that 
gentleman's remarks; but if they mount 
that ho objected to tho reply becauso it 
did not explain tho policy of tho govern- 
ment which would be pursued with re- 
gard to obtaining a fulfilment of tho 
Terras of Union, ho could assurotho hou. 
goutleman that tho government wore pro- 
pared to raako every effort to demand for 
the Province her just rights. 

Mr. Fisher rose to explain — Ho object- 
ed to tho protest made against tho Do- 
minion Government. 

Mr. Smitho said he did not desire to 
prolong tho dobato on tho motion beforo 
the Houso, and thought that as to tho re- 
jection of tho S750.000 offered by tho 
Dominion Government thero could bo no 
two opinions. He boliovod, however, it 
was tho fault of the hon. members of tho 
government here that the present unsatis- 
factory crisia had been reached. It was 
not, he believed, the intention of tho Op- 
position to take part in any debate on 
the question beforo tho Houso, which 
would bo permit ed to pass on division; 
hon. members, however, reserving to 
themselves tho right hereafter to dobate 
on questions involved therein. 

Mr. Speaker then put the question and 
tho motion passed, tho address being 
taken as read. 

Hou. Premier made tho usual motion 
to refe.- tho roply to Committee for pre- 
sentation to his Excellency which was 
carried. 

Hon. Premier laid beforo the Houso 
papers relatiug to proposals mado by tho 
Dominion in reference to proposed alter- 
ations in our existing railway engage- 
ments.

Hon. Premier read a communication 
from Eli Harrison, jr., Esq., asking for 
the appointment of Law Clerk to tho 
Houso. The Premier took pleasure in 
recommending Mr. Harrison for tho ap- 
pointment. 

Mr. Davie seconded tho nomination, 
which was unanimously endorsed by the 
Houso.

Tho report of tho Minister of Finance, 
the fourth annual report of public schools, 
and tho second annual report of the Re- 
gistrar of births, deaths and marriages 
were laid beforo tho House. 

Mr. Smitho a«ked the loader of tho Gov- 
ezntnent to waive tho usual form and 
bring down to tho House ail correspond- 
ence relative to financial transactions be- 
twoon tho Dominion and Local Govern- 
ments, as it was very important that tho 
House sliould havo all informatiou as 
soon as possible. 

Tho hon. leader of the Government 
said that tho usual conrso wonl 1 have to 
observed, and that at least two days' no- 
tice would ha\o to bo given before i mo 
tion could bo mado for tho correspond- 
ence.

Mr. Smith rose to move the following 
resolution, but rightly observing that it 
was a weighty subject, asked permission 
to drop it from the orders of tho day un-

That whereas in tho Terms of Union 
between British Columbia and Canada it 
was agreed that the Duminion Govern- 
ment would construct a Railway system 
of Canada, 

And whereas British Columbia has 
faithfully fulfilled hor portion of the con- 
tract, Canada having failed to do so. 

And whereas a Minute of Council, dated 
Ottawa, September 20th, 1875, offers to 
British Columbia §750,000 for non-con- 
stniotion of Railway ou Vancouver Is- 
land, and indefinite postponement id' rail- 
way construction on the Mainland; 

Therefore bo it Resolved, — That wo, tho 
people of British Columbia, in Parlia- 
ment assembled, do hereby appeal to, and 
call on England to urge upon tho Dom- 
inion Government tho expediency of ac- 
tual construction of Railway on the Main- 
land on or beforo the 1st of July, 1870; 
and if Canada should object, ou tlio plea 
of increaco of taxation, then England, 
being a third party to tho contract, and 
through whose^ promptings the Terms of 
Union were framed and consummated, 
shall propose to Canada assistance in the 
construction of said road; and if Canada 
will not acoodo to tho first or second pro- 
position, then British Columbia will bo 
allowod to sever her political connection 
with Canada and become an Independent 
Province undor the protection of Hor 
Majosty's Govornment;and claiming from 
Canada Thirty millions of Dollars as 
compensation for uon-t'ulfilmont of Treaty 
obligations. 

Mr. Smith moved that a Solect Com- 
mittoo bo appointed to report on tho 
working of Publio Schools, including tho 
Caohe Qriwk BotxainQ &>bool. Said 



Cominittoo to bo composed of Messrs. 
Smith, Morrison, Gallagher, Davie, Ash 
and Douglas, with power to call for per- 
sons, books, and papers. 

Mr. Smith asked leave to introduce a 
Bill intituled " An Act to ostablish Hans 
in favour of mechanics, labourers _ and 
others." Leave granted.

— M. Duiuuer,Minis- 
tor of J ustico has issuod a circular to 
the procuratour General saying the 
new press law is sololy intended tore- 
press violent language against and in- 
sure respect for tho constitution and 
is not to touch tho liberty of public 
discussion. Magistrates aro recom- 
mended not to undertake political pro- 
secutions as the law only deals with 
offences punishable at common law. 
Tho circular is very liberal and moder- 
ate throughout.
